The order of the mayor intimates that 
this revocation is only temporary, but 
the conditions under which new licenses 
will be issued are such that it is doubt- 
ful if more than a third of the licenses 
revoked will be reissued. 

In addition to the representation made 
to him by the clergy of the city, the 
mayor had had a report from Battalion 
Chief Beggins, of the fire department, 
which stated that almost without ex”en- 
tion the halls where’ such shows are 
x‘ven are only partially equipped with 
safeguards against fire and fire panic. 

In making public his order of revoca- 
tion, Mayor McClellan declares ta*.t his 
action is taken on the personal kno! 
edge of existing conditions, and w't" 
the firm conviction that “IT am averting 
a public calamitg.’’ 

The reissuance of licenses Will -onty 
be made to those showmen who agree 
in writing to comply with all fire and 
Sunday closing regulations, and further 
to omit from their programs a'' pilc- 
tuies detrimental’ to public morals. 

The order has caused consternation 
among the moving picture show Leople, 
and preparations are being mate by 
them to contest its validity in the 
courts.

The automobile came to a stop with 
a slam,*°and Schane hurried to the 
rescue of the boy, whose right leg was 
almost severeg from his body at the 
hip. His left leg was also badly frac- 
tured. A Grady hospital ambulance 
was summoned, and within thirteen 
minutes from the time the call was re- 
ceived the injured boy was on the op- 
erating table at the hospital. All the 
while was unconscious, and the 
house staff saw that his death was only 
a matter of time. Drs. Hardin, Arm- 
strong and Baird were called. 

.In a short while Schane went to the 
hospital and volunteereg to submit to 
an operation to give the dying boy his 
blood. An incision was made in his 
left wrist. Al! the while he was under 
the influence of no opiate, and display- 
ed the greatest nerve. When the oper- 
ation had been perfected, he was 
placed beside Alfred and mingled 
his blood with the scanty supply of the 
boy. The boy died a few minutes after, 
two hours and forty minutes from the 
time he was struck down. 


Carried Christmas Gift. 

In the afternoon, shortly before the 
accident, Alfreq had been to the old 
home of his grandfather, the late A, G. 
Smart, at 263 Peachtree, to carry his 
old “black mammy” a Christmas pres- 
ent. He then returned home, and his 


he 


« grandnmrother sent him on an. errand in 


town. The next thing they knew he 
had been fatally injured. 

Since last March Alfred has resided 
with his grandmother at the residence 
of B. B. Wilson, at 125. Washington 
street. Few young fellows were better 
known in the city. He was a second- 
year pupil at the Marist college, and a 
bright student In school. His father 
and mother died some seven years ago. 
Dr. Grandy died in the Philippines, 
where he had received an appointment 
of*honor in the army, after serving in 
the Spanish-American war. Mrs. Grandy 
died of illness she contracted while she 
was bringing the body of her husband 
to this country. The boy is said to have 
been worth a considerable sum of 
money, left him -by his grandfather. 
Little Alfred resided for quite a while 
on Peachtree street with his and- 
father, who died about two years ago. 

At the Grady: ospital Schane sobbed 
for some time over the sad accident, 
and, after the little fellow had passed 
away, Schane gobbed a long while. He 
utter no sound of pain as the doctors 
deliberately sewed up his wrist. 

The body of the boy was removed to 
H. M. Patterson’s, where it will rest 
until] tomorrow. The funera] will occur 
at the residencé, 125 Washington street, 
at 2:30 o'clock.

‘The 
subcommittee of the house ways and 
means committee is wasting no time in 
drawing up the new bill and will re- 
etme its program of daily meetings on 
Monday. 

The Revenue Feature. 

The revenue feature involves more 
difficult problems than either the pro- 
tective or other phases of the tariff 
revision question. .It is said by some 
that the government has been deprived 
of millions of dollars of revenue during

If the debt is not 
paid the creditor may take out a sum- 
mons, but he must summon the treas- 
urer, not the prince. If the case goes 
against the treasurer the money is paid 
Out of the prince’s assets.

“attend to” Judge Jones, Attorney 
General Caldwell, the latter's father, 
a man 80 years old; Judge Waddeli 
and a number of other prominent men, 
who were urging the extermination of 
the night-rider band. 

The witness was told that the night 
riders were going to “get’”’ Rankin and 
Taylor that night, and Re was urged 
to ride with them. He told them he 
had go gun, that his child was ill, and 
that he could not go. Prior to this 
hour he had burned his mask and told 
his wife he would never go with the 
riders again. He was not present 
when Rankin was killed. He talked 
with Arthur Cloar, the defendant, «4 
few days after the killing. The latter 
told the witness all the details of the 
murder, and said that he.

. & Co. with the failed firm of Coster, 
Knapp & Co. It was announced on the 
exchange that the suspended members 
were charged with doing “business in a 
manner inconsistent with just and equit- 
able principles of trade.” 

The members of the firm of Marshall, 
Spader & Co. Aare James G. Marshall, Ww. 
B. Spader, John Marshall, W. H. Martin, 
Thomas W. Moorehead and Langdon B. 
Wood. 

‘The firm ts widely known as a cominis- 
sion house. A statement iseued by the 
firm after the suspension was as follows: 

“The governing committee have discip- 
lined the firm by denying us the privi- 
leges of the exchange for a period of 
three years on charges of violation of 
its rules. The action has nothing what- 
ever to do with our financial responsi- 
bilities. No fraud is charged. No one 
has suffered a loss.” 

In addition to the stock exchange, the 
firm ho!ds memberships in the’ produce 
and cotton exchanges. It has three 
branch offices, all in prominent hotels in 
this. city, and one each in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Hot Springs, 
Va. It was organized in 1904, Its

AND SIX MEN DROWN 


Sole Surfivor of the Wreck Picked 


Up at Sea by an American 
Ship. 

Newport News, Va., 
News of the loss off Hog island Wed- 
nesday three-masted schooner 
Jeanie Lippitt and the drowning of the 
ship’s crew was brought to Old Point 
this morning by Andrew Jorgensen, the 
sole survivor of the wreck, who was 
picked up at sea Wednesday afternoon 
by the Aemrican .steamship Ravens- 
craig, Captain Johnson. 

The Lippitt was bound 
from Jacksonville, F'la., 
with a cargo of lumber. She ran into 
the recent heavy northeast gale off 
Cape Charles Tuesday: afternoon, and, 
after taking aboard considerabie water 
and sustaining much damage to the 
hull, she ran on a shoal off Hog island, 
and soon went to pleces. 

Captain Robinson and four men were 
washed overboard and drowned when 
the ship struck. Jorgensen and the 
of the crew also were 
washed overboard, but succeeded in 
lashing themselves to a piece of wreck- 
The other seamen became ex- 
hausted from,cold, and died before the 
Ravenscraig could reach port. The men 
were picked up off Winter Quarter 
lightship Wednesday afternoon. The 
Ravenscraig’s machinery became dis- 
abled during the storm, and was re- 
turning here for repairs when the men 
Were sighted.

What They Believe and What They 
Have Gained. 


That eminent socialist, Charles Ed- 
ward Russell, has some particularly in- 
teresting things to say tn the January 
Hampton's Magazine. For instance, 
speaking of the growth of the move- 
ment in America, he declares: 

The first appearance of a socialist 
party in the United States was in 1892, 
when Simon Wing was nominated as 
the socialist candidate for president. 
These figures of the soctalist votes case 
at presidential elections show the 


The vote for 1904 was a very mis- 
leading indication of socialist strength 
since it comprised the votes of many 
thousands of radical democrats who 
were disgusted with the nomination of 
Judge Parker and with the defeat in 
the national convention of the radical 
element of the party. But the vote of 
1908 was purely socialistic, and may 
be taken as an accurate measure of 
the present strength of the party in 
the United States. 

All the more remarkable this growth 
eeems because it has been made in the 
face of intense and unremitting oppo- 
sition from all the influential agencies 
in the country—press, pulpit and public 
officers; it has not had even the as- 
sistance Of a fair statement of social- 
ism’’s objects in the public prints; and 
it has been obliged to combat the full 
&trength of the prejudice to which I 
have previously referred. No other 
movement in our times has been gs0 
fiercely denounced or has had against 
It the weight of an official disapproval 
#0 profound and effective. As in Eu- 
rope so in America the ruling and 
wealthy classes have looked upon so- 
cialism with inexpressible abhorrence 
and upon a socialist as an implacable 
enemy of the human race; and with all 
the great means at their command 
these classes have striven to impress 
their views upon the community. 

And what is, in fact, this terrible 
monster that thus causes the cheek of 
statesmanship to pale and shakes with 
terror so many hearts of valor ap- 
proved on the battiefield and the 
hunting ground? Also just what is this 
movement that in our own times has 
arisen from nothing to such a com- 
manding position tn the world? What 
is this socialism that has won so many 
milions in so many lands to its sup- 
port, and continues day by day to win 
others?

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FORGOTTEN BANK ACCOUNT. 


How One Bank President Made $10 
for His Rival. 


(From The Kansas City Star.) 
One happy day, years and years ago, 
when the National Bank of Commerce 
building on North 
Delaware street, a man Opened an ac- 
count. It wasn't much, but enough to 
let him write an occasional check and 
keep folks guessing about how much 
money he really had, as some great and 
good men do to this day, be it known. 
After a while something .appened, no 
one Knows what. The man quit writing 
checks, although he still had a few dol- 
lars outside the red ink section. None 
of the tellers ever saw him again, F'- 
nally it was decided that the man must 
have forgotten all about his account 
je never called nor wrote nor sent 
his pass pook. The clerks couldn't do 
a thing except go right on putting down 
the same balance twice a year, in July 
and January. It got to be quite a myS&- 
tery after a year or two, for the monéy, 
like the little peach in the orchard, 
grew ,.and grew. No one knew what to 
do with it, so they just Kept it and let 
it grow. 

Everybody in Kansas City knows how 
the Commerce moved around from one 
place to another on Delaware street and 
tnen to the New York Life building, and 
finally to Tenth and Walnut streets. The 
fire came and the temporary suspension 
and the new building and the reorgan'- 
vation and al) that, and through 
that little forgotten bank account 


was 


there, somewhere, drawing interest. And) from 


what do you think happened a few days 
ago? Some one showed up at the bank 
with a check for $4.21 signed by the 
man! So many changes had been made 
in the pooks and the clerical staff that 
the mysterious account couldn't be 
found until hours and hours afterwards. 

But it was found in a ledger twelve 
vears old. and when the clerks figured 
it up the principal and the interest 
amounted to the amount of the caeck 
the man had drawn. So you see, he 
hadn't forgotten it all, not for a min- 
utte; he was just letting it grow. 

But they're not all that kind. All 
banks nave a few uncalled for balances, 
In some states, notably New York, the 
law requires the officers to advertise ac- 
counts after they have had them four 
years. If they're not claimed then the 
state gets them and turns them into 
some special charity fund. Forgotten 
balances have grown inte such a tre- 
mendous sum in Bugland that a bill 1s 
pending in parliament to dispose of 
tnaem along with silver and gold plate 
and other valuables that Pave iain un- 
claimed in bank vaults and in trustees’ 
keeping for several generations. 

Missouri has no laiw covering the dis- 
position of unclaimed balances. Trus- 
tees of estates are required to pay un- 
claimed money to the state at certain 
periods, but no such regulation applies 
to banks. Ordinarily the accounts that 
are forgotten amount to very little; at 
least in banks in inland cities. Along 
the coasts, where sailors deposit sav- 
ings or legacles and then go away in 
ships and get drowned, the banks some- 
times have large amounts to accoun| 
for. This is particularly true in New 
York and San Francisco and New Or- 
leans. In tne Interior, though, men 
are not so easily lost. 

“Men and woman often forget a few 
cents or a few dollars,” said George T. 
Cutts, vice president of the National 
Bank of Commerce yesterday, ‘but it’s 
often the result of their own errors in 
bookkeeping. If they have less than a 
dollar in the bank and quit depositing 
they let it go. That was so in many 
cases when the bank opened a new set 
of books a few months ago. If any of 
these persons appear, however, ther lit- 
tle accounts will be moved forward to 
give them lifg and tiey will be paid.’ 

Unclaimed balances in interior banks 
usually represent the “rag end” of 
checking accounts, amounts so small 
that the owners won't take the trouble 
to draw them, undignified amounts 
ranging from | cent upward. But the 
unclaimed accounts are not all that kind. 
The First National has a mysterious de- 
posit of $161 that was made for the Cen- 
tral National bank, of Springfield, Mo., 
an institution that ceased to exist six 
years ago. All the uncalled for bal- 
ances in this bank probably does not ex- 
ceed $3,000, but taere are dozens of 
them. One such account for $3.50 be- 
longs to Mayor Crittenden, and doubt- 
less was forgotten years ago. Another 
for $10, E. F. Swinney, the president, 
found recently. It belonged to the pres- 
ident of a bank in Kansas City. This 
$i0 had been drawing interest for sé@v- 
eral years, neglected by its depositor. 
Mr. Swinney telephoned the owner the 
other day: 8 

“Take me to luncheon,” he said, “and 
l’'ll show you how to make $10.”

One of 
the queerest stories is told by a cashier. 
A man whose checking account wags 
61,800 asked the bank to lend him 
$1,000. That amount was added to his 
account and thereafter he paid no at- 
tention to it or to the $1,800. He has 
paid the interest on ais loan every three 
months for four years and never has 
drawn a cent of it. | 

“He doesn’t need money; ~)hes 
wealthy,’’ the cashier says. ‘‘He never 
comes near the bank, does his business 
somewhere else and just lets that money 
stay here.”’ 

The New England National bank has 
certificates of deposit twenty years old 
that may be called for some day, but 
there is certainly no evidence now tat 
any one remembers them. 

“Lost drafts or checks. account for 
many uncalled for. balances,’’ said J. ¥F 
Downing, the president, says. ‘All such 
balances are kept alive until @t lengtb 
they are charged off to get them out of 
the way. If the ewners appear at an 
time they can get their money; it’s al- 
ways on record,”

State Entomologist Worsham Issaes 
Important Circular to the Peach 
Growers of Georgia. 


In order that the fruit growers of 
Georgia may get to work immediately, 
in order to thwart, if possible, the 
ravages of the San Jose scale, which is 
as ruinous to the peach crop as the boll 
weeril is to the cotton crop, State En- 
tomologist FE. L. Worsham has written 
them a circular letter giving the 
mest remedies with which to combat this 
insect. 

This letter, which is of genera! 
terest, is, in full, as follows: 

A WORD TO THOSE WHO SPRAY FOR 
SAN JOSE SCALE. 

Circular No. 8 of the Georgia State Board 
of Emtomoiogy has elicited many i®yguiries 
at the office of state entomologist as to the 
merits of the different sotuble ofl scale de- 
stroyers discussed therein. In view of the 
a@ppareut misunderstanding of the purpose of 
this oireular, a word of explanation is 
thought to be advisable. 

Ae was se: forth in the intreduction to 
the circular, the data suomitted was simply 
that obtained from one year’s test of the 
materiais. In no sen@e was any part of it 
to be construed as a recommendation for & 
particular soluble oil, or oils. Since the 
publication of .circular No. 8, the depart- 
ment has duplicated tne experiments men- 
tioned therein, and by another year will be 
in position to give more positive information 
on the subject. Unt!fl that time, however, 
the purchaser must exercise his own judg- 
ment as to the supertority of one material 
over another. Orchardists intending to us 
soluble olls in spraying for scale have, of 
course, tbe privilege of choosing the oi! 
which they think is the most. superior. 
Unt]! the experiments now being conducted 
by the department of entomology are com- 
pleted, there ig not sufficient evidence to 
make worthy comparisons. 

The ofls mentioned in circular 
Soluble Petroleum ana 
manufactured by the ‘Thomsen Chemical 
Company, Baltimore, Md.; Scalecide, manu- 
factured. by the RB. G. Pratt Company, New 
York; Target brand, mace by the American 
Horticultural Distributing Compaay, Martins- 
burg. W. Va., and two scale insecticides 
manufactured at Orlanao, Fla., by the J. 
Schnarr Insecticide Company. 

The Thomsen Chemicait Company, manufac- 
turers and distributers of Kil-O-Scale and 
Roluble Petroleum, have concluded that it is 
not geafe to use these preparations on trees 
fer Ban Jose Scale, and no longer recommend 
their use as a scale remedy. 

The Target brand now manufactured is an 
entirely different product from that made 
in 1907. This being true, the data on Tar- 
get brand contained in circular No. § has 
no reference to the present output, which is 
entirely different from the product with 
which we experimented last vear. It may be 
better product than thee of 1907, and it 
may be inferior, but any merit that at- 
taches itself to Target Drand as made in 
the past years can have no connectiog with 
the oil made at presenr.

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VALUATION IS PLACED 
ON MINNESOTA RAHLWAYS 


Figures Are Submitted By the Ex- 
pert Employed By the 
State. 


St. Paul, December 24.—Dwight C. 
Morgan, an expert employed by the 
state to make a valuation of the prop- 
erty of the railroads in Minnesota, esti- 
mated the value of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company's property in round 
figures at $39,000,000 less than the 
figures represented by the company’s 
officers, 

mr. Morgan also considers that the 
capitalization of the company in Min- 
nesota exceeds the present value of the 
property it owns. 

The estimate as submitted by Mr. 
Morgan today in the Northern Pacific 
rate case, in which testimony its being 
taken before Charles E. Atis, master 
in chancery, shows the total cost of 
reconstruction, new, of all property of 
the Northern Pacific in Minnesota as 
$62,446,313. 

The present value of the Northern 
Pacific property in Minnesota is given 
at $54,147,924. The estimate of the cost 
of reconstruction of the road as sub- 
mitted by the officials of the company 
was $/0/,000,000. 

The estimates presented by Mr. Mor- 
fan are entered as evidence in the 
hearing. which was brought by the 
stockholders of the company to pre- 
vent the enforcement of the commodity 
rate law, and the state, as defendant, 
will use the figures of the railroad and 
warehouse commission, allowing ade- 
quate compensation for the amount of 
money invested by the company. 

Mr. Morgan has excluded from his 
statement the value of construction 
work, which was not complete at the 
time of the completion of his report, 
June 3v, 1907. The railroad company 
has included in its statement aii of the 
work that was done up to June 30, 1908, 
which also accounts for a portion of the 
difference in the two estimates. In 
making the two estimates, common 
ground was reached by concessions on 
each side, and in a number of instances 
the values for the different items are 
the same. In considering the value of 
the general offices of the company in 
St. Paul, Mr. Morgan's value is $50,000 
below the figures given by the com- 
pany. 


GEN. BELL ON THE ARMK 


He Stresses the Evile of Detached 
Service for Officers. 


Washington, December 24.—The most 
urgent need of the army of the Unite. 
States at present is an adequate rem- 
edy for the evils resulting from de- 
tached service of officers, says Major 
General J. Franklin Bell, chief of staff, 
in his annual report made public today. 
Ile also says that the time has arrived 
when the United States can no longer 
afford to maintain an “inadequate army 
for peace needs, nor an army with an 
antiquated organization.” 

According to General Bell, the num- 
ber of officers on detached service is 
69!. The result is characterized as very 
disastrous, and, among other things, is 
given as the first cause for the large 
number of desertions among enlisted 
men. General Bell dwelis at length 
upon the bad effect of young and inex- 
perienced commanders upon whom re- 
sponsibility falls in the absence of offi- 
cers, to perform duty, in large part di- 
rected by congress and necessitated by 
the mood of the military service. He 
says the only way this eveil can be 
remedied is by legislation.

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THE LESSON OF TWO JUDGMENTS. 


On the same day on which the supreme court of the District of Columbia 
imposed punishment upon President Gamuel Gompers and other leaders of 
the American Federation of Labor for violation of law, the highest tribunal 
of Missouri ordered ousted from that state the Standard Oil Company and 
the collateral organizations of that trust, imposing upon each of three of 
them fines of $50,000 for open and persistent defiance of its laws. 

It is a striking and significant conjunction of events between which 
there is, of course, no physical connection. 

It is significant of a nearer approach to that ideal condition in which 
the law is pictured as no respecter of persons. 

On the one hand, perhaps, the most powerful corporation in the world 
is mulcted and driven from the confines of a state; on the other, the fore- 
most leaders of organized labor are ordered imprisoned—one because it 
trampled upon the laws of a state, the other because they disobeyed the 
injunction of a court. 

In both instances the punishment was imposed because the law had 
been violated. 

All the weight of technicality and legal quibbling which the powerful 
corporation was able to bring to bear in the contest for its continued 
supremacy in Missouri availed it nothing as against its established wilful 
disobedience to the statutes of that state. 

As to President Gompers and his associates, it is unquestioned that they 
went counter to the law; this they admit, and beg the question only by 
denying the constitutional validity of the law itself. 

The question of the wisdom. of the law itself is not in issue. 

States make laws whose purpose—the protection of the public, the 
greatest good to the greatest number—is frustrated in their violation. 

The unpunished disobedience to one law, and immunity to the violator, 
but. adds to the disrespect in which the lawless hold all statutes that inter- 
fere with the indulgence of their purposes and desires. 

There is a lesson to courts and communities in these two decisions 
which should not go unread. 

It is the lesson of an even-handed justice about which we have read 
of in theory, and seen somewhat, but still too little, in the practice. 

Happily, under an enlightened public sentiment, the administration 
of the law is more and more approximating to justice—to the point where 
; punishment is sure to follow violation, regardless of money, influence, senti- 
ment or the absence of them. 

It should be so, no matter what the law, no matter who the offender. 

It is an ideal condition toward which the best of humanity has long 
beer striving, and still is far off. 

But every step toward it is gratifying recognition of the force and 
strength of right. 

We may never succeed in banishing the whole of lawlessness, but 
when courts and juries and the whole of that machinery designed to exe- 
cute the law, lubricated by a wholesome public sentiment. shall make pen- 
alty follow violation as surely as night the day, there will be that approach 
to it which will guarantee the security of peace and order in every com- 
} munity. 

The victory will come when law and justice get close enough together 
to be known as synonyms. 
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POPULARIZE ATLANTA’S BONDS. 


There is no more forceful way of exciting municipal interest on the part 
‘of the individual citizen and, therefore, of strengthening muncipal security, 
than by appeaiing to his material advantages and hopes. 

France has found in this principle an opportunity and the French loans 
are obtained from the French people, often from the worker in field and 
vineyard, who may have accumulated no more than a hundred or two hun- 
dred francs. 

He has lent it to the government, from which he receives annually his 
interest, and a mutual partnership is thereby created, through which both 
the government and the citizen profit and grow in strength. 

Other governments, nations as well as the smaller divisions. and more 
particularly municipalities, have been too slow to try the French plan. Few 
instances are on record, and yet wherever tried it has met with gratifying 
success. / 

Minneapolis has recently taken hold of the subject with a view to in- 
teresting its citizens in municipal loans, and within the next few days will 
offer $350,000 of school and sewer bonds in denominations of $50, #100, $500 
and $1,000, at the option of the purchaser. 

Why should not Atlanta offer her next bonds on a similar basis and 
bring her citizens into a partnership which would advance both their inter- 
/€sts and those of the city government? 

The objections which can be offered to this plan are few and insignifi- 
cant in comparison with the advantages to be gained. It is a much easier 
method, it is true, to offer and dispose of a bond issue in a lump sum; it is 
quicker and requires, perhaps, slightly less clerical work in the financial 
department. But therein appears to be the sum and substance of the Op- 
posing argument. 

On the other hand, the advantages to the city lie in the advertisement 
and the stimulation of its own prosperity, and in that strengthening of the 
Civic spirit as only material interest can strengthen it, which will make for 
good government under capable and upright officials. 

These are all benefits in which every citizen participates, in addition to 
which the holder of a municipal bond acquires an absolutely safe investment, 
which is free from taxation, paying the same interest as the savings bank, 
and for which he can at any time find a ready market without the payment 
of a commission for making the sale. 

The holder even of a $50 bond acquires a broader vision. He views 
no longer with general suspicion and doubt the so-called “bloated bondholder” 
and wonders, perhaps, why it has been deemed disreputable to own bonds 
purchased by the exercise of frugality and economy. 

“It is not a question,” says The Wall Street Journal, discussing the 
Minneapolis bond issue, “of interest or of administration, so much as the 
inestimable value of cultivating a collective spirit, which is one of the bul- 
warks of civic life against the corrupting tendencies of municipal politics. To 
the extent that a wider interest is taken in these matters, the chances are 
reduced against wasteful use of funds and against worthless projects.” 

Atlanta is confronted by an opportunity which she cannot afford to over- 
look—one which long ago should have been made and taken advantage of, 
with the result that the city would have been the stronger financially and 
civically than it is today. 

The next bond issue which Atlanta makes should be put out in denom- 
inations of $50 up to $1,000, such as can be taken by the small investor, and 
it is not to be doubted that Atlantans would be glad to invest their savings 
in them. 

Such an interest as would thereby be created, both in saving and in the 
conduct of the city government, would be like a policy of insurance against 
distress and against municipal mismanagement. 

Atlanta should give the popular bond issue a trial. 

There is little question but that it would quickly become a fixed mu- 
nicipal policy. 
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THE RETIREMENT OF MR. RYAN. 


It is the man of millions directing the affairs of great corporate and 
financial interests who finds it most difficult to let go his hold upon active 
business life. 

Usually the force of habit is stronger than physician’s warning of a 
shortened life. 

It is not so with Thomas F. Ryan. 

Admittedly one of the greatest powers in the financial world, he has 
gradually laid aside and transferred to other shoulders the instrumentalities 
which have made him so. 

Mr. Ryan, though still in possession of a strength and health with which 
other financial giants would have pushed on to further conquests and, per- 
haps, speedily to the grave, has given heed to the warning of his physicians 
and severed his official connection with thirty-four great corporations in 
which he has been a tower of strength. 

Among these are the Seaboard Air Line railway, whose extensive ram- 
ifications through the south have resulted in an interest in this section in 
his capability and personality which, perhaps, would not otherwise have 
beén aroused. 

It is not only force of habit, but consideration of a duty to the interests 
of others which makes the financial leader hesitate about laying aside re- 
sponsibility. Mr. Ryan has not ignored this duty; he has met it and then 
overcome the habit. 

His retirement, as much as any other act of his life, perhaps more, 
stamps him as the powerful and remarkable man that he is. 

Others have achieved like success in the world of finance and corporate 
A interest, but few have quit the struggle until the grim reaper cut them down. 

Hig remarkable career was built solely upon brains; they were the 
capital with which he began his business life. cas ee

Game Protection in Georgia. 


Editor Constitution: In some recent 
writing in the papers are discussions of 
the disappearance of game throughout 
the state, and suggestions for prevent- 
ing it.

causes of this hastening disappearanc:, | 


in order to understand what definite 
steps are necessary to arrest it. 

This has been matter of investiga- 
tion and discussion by men of wide 
observation throughout the United 
States, for the evil complained of is 
not confined to Georgia, but is seen to 
be progressing everywhere. 

Without going into the matter at 
length, three or four significant points 
may briefly be made omthe preservatior. 
of game in our own state. 

In regard to hunting right and rang- 
ing in general, there is an error in 
principle in our state laws. All our 
lands are treated by law as wild land, 
or commons, over which anybody and 
everybody with guns and dogs may 
tramp at atmost liberty, except when 
that irrational and unnatural formal- 
ity of “posting” as now required is 
used, and this form of notice is not 
unfrequently treated with contempt. 

The remedy and the true principle 
would be for the law to regard all 
private lands as actually private prop- 
erty; and whenever any persons desire 
to hunt on the lands of their owners 
they should be required to obtain spe- 
cial permission. 

I therefore propose that all private 
lands shall be made posted by law, and 
the law shall be of itself sufficient no- 
tice to all. 

It has been shown that one of the 
Sreatest foes to the perpetuation of 
game birds is ‘dogs running at large, 
dogs which accompany farmers in the 
fields, and even shooting-dogs when out 
for a run with their owners in the 
flelds and woods:’ these do much 
damage. 


Hence we come again upon that old 
crux, the dog: and, if we would protect 
the game, especially in their nesting 
and breeding periods, up rises Another 
of the many reasons, hitherto publicly 
discussed, for demanding the restraint 
of dogs by an adequate dog law. 

Since the widespread destruction of 
forests, the home and breeding places 
of game life, we have lost most of the 
natural preserves for it. To remedy 
this in great proportions we should, of 
course, have to make a long draft on 
time to come. Yet it is still practicable 
to do much in this direction immediate- 
ly; and for the object here discussed, as 
well as for others of equally great im- 
port, it will be a necessity. As some 
prudent observers have Suggested, land 
owners may secure the permanence of 
gZame by making game preserves, set- 
ting apart suitable land, wooded in 
part, at least, and watered. From guch 
land reservations—and they may not 
be extensive—al] trespassing bv man 
and beast and domestic animal should 
be prevented. Give them a home and 
refuge, and the birds will appreciate it 
and appropriate it to their welfare and 
increase, and afterwards to the pleas- 
ure and profit of the land owner. 

If I may be permitted to make wider 
the suggestion, the time is at hand 
when we must wake up to the im- 
portance of cultivating not only the 
crops which are sold in the market 
yearly, but also the trees and birds. 
We must look for crops of corn and 
cotton and fruits, and “crops” of trees 
and of birds.

Judge Newman Dismisses Case 
of Brewing Company, 


STATE COURTS COME FIRST 


Im Very Exhaustive Decision Fed- 
eral Court Judge Hands Down 
Important Ruling in Suit 
That Has Been Pending 
for Some Time. 


Hon. William T. Newman, judge of 
the United States circuit court for the 
northern district of Georgia, yesterday 
filed with the clerk of the federal court 
his decree in the injunction suit 
brought one year ago by the Christian 
Moerlein Brewing Company and the 
Chattanooga Brewing Company against 
Cc. D. Hill, solicitor general of the At- 
lanta circuit: Lowry Arnold, solicitor 
of the city court of Atlanta: John W. 
Nelms, sheriff of the county of Fulton; 
Arnold Broyles, clerk of the superior 
court of Fulton county and of the city 
court of Atlanta; Wenry Jennings, 
chief of police of the city of Atlanta, 
and N R. Broyles, recorder of the city 
court of Atlanta, wherein the plaintiffs 
sought to have the prohibition law of 
Georgia enacted in !907 declared null 
and void, ang of no effect. 

By the decree Judge Newman sus- 
tains the prohibition laws, saying in 
the conclusion of his opinion, “Enter- 
taining the views hereinbefore ex- 
pressed, it results in my opinion that 
the circuit court of the United States, 
sitting as a court of equity, has no au- 
thority to entertain this bill or to grant 
the relief sought. It is unnecessary, 
therefore, and would perhaps be im- 
proper for me to express any opinion 
as to the merits of the questions raised 
in this bill. This may well be left for 
@etermination when such questions 
shall be raised in the proper way be- 
fore a court of competent jurisdiction. 
The demurrer to the bill will be sus- 
tained and a decree may be taken to 
that effect.” 

The Attack on Prohibitien. 


‘he attack upon the prohibition laws 
enacted during the summer of !907 by 
the plaintiffs named is now well xnown 
throughout the country. The prohibi- 
tion law became a completed act on 
August 6. of that vear, when Governor 
Hoke Smith affixed thereto his signa- 
but by the terms of the bil) itself 
it did not become effective until Jan- 
uary ! of tiie present year. On the 
last day of December the plaintiffs— 
the Christian-Moerlein Brewing Com- 
pany and the Chattanooga Brewing 
Company—through their attorneys, An- 
derson, Rountree and Felder, of At- 
lanta, filed in the circuit court of the 
tinited States at Atlanta a praver en- 
joining the defendant officers named 
from enforcing the act passed by the 
legislature. In that bil! for injunction 
the movants asserted that they had 
been for a number of years operating 
a brewery in the state of Ohio, the 
Chattanooga company making the same 
assertion as to the state of Tennessee. 
It was then set up that these breweries 
had authority under their charters to 
brew and sell malt liquors and to do 
and perform such other things as may 
be incidental thereto, The petition re- 
citeqd that the Christian-Moerlein Brew- 
ing Company is now and has been for 
severa] years maintaining branch of- 
fices in the city of Atlanta, where, 
through agents and employees, they 
have sold large quantities, the product 
of their brewery, and in order to con- 
duct their business in the city of At- 
lanta they have acquired, by purchase 
Or lease, warehouses, refrigerators, of- 
fice furniture, bar fixtures, etc., and that 
the sald investments were and are in- 
dispensably necessary to the conduct 
of their business; that it has in the 
city of Atlanta property which it has 
used in the conduct of its business as 
aforesaid of the value of $5,000, or oth- 
er large sums, besides having laid out 
in the prosecution of its business in 
advertisements, etc., $5,000, or other 
large sums.’ The ownership of a cer- 
tain frame warehouse, its location is 
not given, which is equipped with bot- 
tling machinery, consisting of crown- 
ing and corking machines, boilers, en- 
zines, beer coolers and refrigerators of 
the value of $1,000, with wagons, horses 
and harness of an equal value, is then 
asserted. The petition says that its 
business in Atlanta will amount to 
from forty to fifty thousand dollars a 
year, from which the complainants de- 
rive a net profit of $6,000 a year, or 
other large sums. 

The same declarations are made touch- 
ing the Chattanooga Brewing Company, 
the amount involved being the only dif- 
ference practically. 

Had Paid a License Tax. 


It ie then alleged that each of the 
movants had paid a Ncense tax of $300 
to the county of Fulton and a license 
tax to the state of about $200. The bill 
cited article 8, section 2, of the state con- 
stitution, in which it is said “there shall 
be a thorough system of common schools 
for the education of the «hildren in the 
elementary branches of an English edu- 
cation only as nearly uniform as prac- 
ticable, the expenses of which shall be 
provided for by taxation or otherwise.” 
It then takes up section 3 of the same 
article in which it is set out that poll 
tax, a Special tax on shows and exhibi- 
tions and on the sale of spirituous and 
mait liquors, which the general assem- 
bly is hereby authorized to assess, and 
the proceeds of any commutation tax 
for military services and all taxes as- 
sessed on domestic animals as are de- 
structive to other property are set apart 
and devoted to the support of the com- 
mon schools, and declares that the com- 
plainants relied upon that constitutional 
guarantee of protection when it entered 
the state of Georgia for the transaction 
of business and the making of the large 
investments indicated. 

Reference ts then made te the penal 
clause of the prohibition law, the bill 
saying that the business of the peti-

“Property Greatly Damaged.” 
Declaring that the property of 
movants used in the conduct of its 
business has been greatly damaged, if 
not wholly destroved by the enforee- 
ment of the prohfbition law the bill, 
after setting out the official authority 
of each of the defendants asserts that 
the enforcement of the act will deprive 
the public schools system of Georgia 
of $200,000 and that an assessment on 
property will be necessary to make up 
the deficiency. 

Taking up section 3, of article 8, of 
the state constitution, the petition says 
“so far as it provides for the assess- 
ment of a specia] tax on the sale of 
spirituous and malt liquors in the state 
it is mandatory and imperative,’’ and im- 
Plies an inhfbition on the part of the 
legislature to do away with that de- 
cree, saying that any such act “is un- 
constitutional and void.’’ It ia then as- 
serted that sections | and 3, of article 
8, of the constitution, denies the genera! 
assembly the “power or authority to 
enact any law absolutely prohibiting 
the manufacture or sale of spirituous, 
malt and other intoxicating liquors in 
the state of Georgia and that the act 
for that reason is unconstitutional and 
void, Then follows the paragraph in 
which it is asserted that the passage of 
the prohibition law violates the con- 
stitution of the United States, and par- 
ticularly the fourteenth amendment 
thereof. 

In conclusion the bill prays: 

First, that the act of the genera] as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, ap- 
proved August 6, 1907, be declared in | 
violation of the constitution of the state 
of Georgia and therefore null, void and 
of no effect. 

Second, that said act of the genera!) 
assembly be declared in violation of 
the constitution of the United Staten, 
and therefore null and void and of no 
effect. 

Third, that a writ of injunction issue 
directed to each and al] of the several 
defendants enjoining them, their suc- 
cessors in office, their agents, their 
clerks, their assistants and all persons 
working with or under them from sery- 
ing the movants or any one connected 
with them any summons or warrant 
of any criminal or civil proceeding that 
may ‘be instituted because of any al- 
leged violation of the act indicated. 


Judge Newman's Decree. 


In his decree Judge Newman repeats 
s0 much of the petition filed December 
3i, last, as is here recited and then 
refers to the amendment filed August 
18, 1908, in which it is said that the 
constitution of the state says “no bill 
shall become a law unless it shall re- | 
ceive a majority of the vote of all mem- 
bers elected to each house Of the gen- 
eral assembly, and it shall in every 
instance so appear on the journal.’ It 
cites, too, that “each house shall keep 
a journal of its proceedings and pub- 
lish it immediately after adojurnment.”’ 
It is then denied that it does not so 
appear on the journal of either house 
that a bill identical with the prohibition 
act received a majority of the votes of 
all the members of the general assem- 
bly. Details are given in the amend- 
ment showing wherein there was fail- 
ure to comply with that article of the 
oonstitution. Then comes the para- 
graph in which it is asserted that the 
constitution of 1877 gave the people an 
inherent right to make and to sell 
liquor, and in which it is declared that 
that right is taBen away by the prohi- 
bition law. The inalienable right tq 
worship God, each according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience is declared 
infringed upon because tne act prohibit, 
the manufacture, sale, keeping or fur- 
nishing wine for communion purposes. 

In the mendment of November 4, 
1008, the e¢ appears, ‘no law or 
Ordinance shall pass which refers to 
more than one subject matter.’ It is

Judge Newman then cites a number of 
Other cases, all of which have the same 
bearing upon the case he has had under 
advisement since it was filed, nearly a 
year ago, but none of them bear more 
directly upon the petition of the brew- 
ers than the one cited. All the way 
through is a practical denial of the 
right of a court of equity to grant 
SuGh relief as is asked in the petition 
under consideration. 

The line of demarcation, 
man, between cases in 
equity will and will not interfere, may not 
always be entirely clear. Cases have arisen 
and may arise which are difficult to place. 
To my mind there is no difficulty about this 
case. It ranges itself easily with that clags 
of cases of which courts of equity have 
aiways declined to take jurisdiction, and is 
readily distinguishable from cases like Rea- 
gan v. Farmers’ Loan ana Trust Company, 
154 U. S. 362; Smyth v. Aimes, 168 U. §&. 
466. and in re Young, 208 U. 8. 128, tn 
which the supreme court of the United States 
has held that a court of equity might 
properly assume jurisdiction and grant in- 
junction. The distinction between the two 
classes of cas@s is pointed out in the opin- 
ion of the supreme court of the United 
States, in re Young, supra, and in the opin- 
ion of the supreme court of Georgia in 
Paulk v. Sycamore, supra, and in the same 
court, in Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany v. the Town of Oakland City, supra. 

It is not shown by this bill that it is 
proposed by any of the defendants to take 
any of the property of the complainants, or 
to interfere with it. It is claimed that 
criminal prosecutions will be inetituted, and 
it is against this that relief is sought. It 
is proposed to enjoin the summoning of wit- 
nesses, the preparation and presentation to 
grand juries of bills of indictment, and pros- 
ecutions in the city court of Atlanta, and in 
the recorder’s court, and arrest under such 
prosecutions. 


“What Is the Result?” 


Looking at the case in this way, and test- 
ing it by the prayer of the bill, what is the 
result? It ig sought to prevent C. D. Hill, 
as solicitor general of Atlanta, from prepar- 
ing bills of indictment and presenting them 
to the grand jury. This is clearly not within 
the jurisdiction of a court of equity. It is 
sought to prevent Lowry Arnold, solicitor of 
the city court of Atlanta, from instituting 
prosecutions in that court. This ita also 
without. the power of a court of equity. It 
is sought to enjoin Arnold Broyles, clerk of 
the superior court of Fulton county, and 
also clerk of the city court of Atlanta, pre- 
sumably, from what is stated in the bill, 
from issuing subpoenas to witnesses, bench 
warrants, etc. It is sought to enjoin John 
W. Nelms, sheriff of Fulton county, and 
Henry Jennings, chief of police, in the city of 
Atlanta, from serving warrants and making 
arrests, and also to enjoin N. R. Broyles, re- 
corder of the city of Atlanta, apparent- 
ly, though this is not insisted upon in argu- 
ment, from trying offenders against the 
ordinance of the city of Atlanta, or sitting 
as investigating magistrate and hearing evi- 
dence as to the violation of the state prohi- 
bition law.

federal and state, that it seems unnecessary 
to discuss it further, 


Views Are Controlling. 


The foregoing views are controlling, but I 
think it is proper to add that the subject 
matter of this case is pecullarly of the 
courts of the state. It concerns the interna) 
policy of the state. The legislation was ‘ip 
pursuance of what was believed to be the 
proper exercise of the police power of the 
state. The grounds of attack upon this proh!- 
bition act mainly stressed in argument were 
that it was violative of the constitution of 
the state of Georgia, and the grounds spe- 
cially and strongly urged were that the 
title of the bill stated two subject matters, 
and that the journal of the senate fails to 
show that it was properly passed by the 
requisite constitutional vote of that body. 
The most important of these two questions 
is the failure of the journe! to show the 
passage of the bill by a constitutional ma- 
jority when it came back from the house to 
the senate, and as determining this, what is 
the final passage of the bill in the Georgia 
legislature. This is “epecially a matter for 
the courts of the state, and ultimately for 
the supreme court of tne gtate. 

It is alleged in the bill that in certain 
respects this act is violative of complainants’ 
rights under the conetitution of the United 
States, but this was hardly referred to in 
argument, certainly it wag not strongly urged. 
Whatever may be true about this, however, 
any of the grounds suggested as justifying 
relief. either under the constitution of the 
United States or of the state of Georgia, can 
readily be interposed as defenses {0 any 
prosecutions under thie act, and so far as 
any federal questions are insisted upon, they 
can reach and be heard by the supreme 
court of the United States by writ of error 
from that court to the highest court of the 
state. 

Entertaining the views hereinbefore ¢x- 
pressed, it results that, in my opinion, the 
circuft court of the United States, sitting as 
a court of equity, has no authority to enter- 
tain this bill, or to grant the relief sought. 
It is unnecessary. therefore, and would per- 
haps be improper for me to express any 
opinion as to the merits .of the questions 
raised in this bill. This mey well be left 
for determination when such questions shal! 
be raised in the proper way before a court 
of competent jurisdiction. . 
The demurrer to the bill will be sustained, 
and a decree may be taken to that effect.

Japanese Notes. 


Consul John H. Snodgrass, of Kobe, 
supplies the following information con- 
terning current happenings in Japan: 

“The railway works at Hyogo (Kobe) 
which were recently burned, wil! not be 
rebuilt owing to a lack of funds. 

‘The highest rate for rice ever re- 
corded at the Osaka rice exchange was 
paid September 29, when large quan- 
tities were disposed of at $9.25 per koky 
(4.9629 bushels.) 

“The department of agriculture and 
commerce is being prevailed upon to 
grant 4 spaerrow-destroving subsidy, as 
im some parts of this district the s.ng- 
lish sparrow is becoming a pest, hav- 
ing devoured the rice crop. 

“Owing to recent heavy rains and 
premature cold weather the rice crop in 
this district will fall short of expecta- 
tions, but will be an increase as com- 
pared with the average yield. ‘The tota) 
crop of the empire,is estimated at 25v,. 
000,000 bushels. 

“According to a“message to a Kobe 
paper, the circulation of old Korean 
nickel coins is to be prohibited after 
October 30, but will be accepted in pay- 
ment of taxes and other public imposts 
for six months later. The amount ofr 
the coins exchanged for new currency 
up to August !3 reached $165,977,193. 

“Arrangements have been made be- 

tween the Japanese and Korean govern- 
ments to run a regular steamship serv- 
ice between Japan and Fusan and other 
ports on the coast of Korea, the Ko- 
rean government granting a subsidy 
amounting to $8,510 per annum for five 
years from this month (October). ‘Tnis 
is to be refunded within ten 
years from 1907. 
. “The Nippon Yusen Kaisha Steamship 
(Company is ready to put the new steam- 
ship, recently launched at the Kobe 
dovk yards, and five other new steam- 
ers {each 8,800 tons), on the European 
line.

“Speeding Up” and Ruining Girls. 


Rheta Childe Dorr in an article entitled 
“Give the Working-Girl a Chance” in 
the January issue of -‘Hampton’s Maga- 
zine. uses the instance of a certain 
cracker factory to show the evil resutts 
of the present working girl system. She 
Says: 

“TY found girls in numbers on the pack- 
ing floor, a large, low-ceilinged joft three 
stories up in the air. In front of a girl 
packing ‘lady-fingers’ stood a.large truck 
piléd high with frames, bristling like so 
many porcupines with long steel spikes 
or points. On each point was suspended 
4 fady finger, chocolate-iced. The girl's 
hands fairly flew between the frames and 
the box she was packing. Back and 
forth as tirelessly and as automatically 
as a machine her fingers traveled, pluck- 
ing the cakes, half a dozen at a time, 
and packing them precisely in the box. 
Working steadily at this rate she could 
pack six five-pound boxes in 4n hour. 
If she kept up her speed, never stopping 
a Single second, she earned !5 cents an 
hour. If her speed decreased she soon 
ceased to earn anything, because she lost 
her Jon.

hut no girl in the factory earned that 
much, because time had to be sacrificed 
going after the cake-laden trucks, and 
hustling the frames off and on the trucks.

‘Che endless chain of flat pans 
loaded with hot crackers, descending 


from above, moved at a smart pace, and 
the line of girls standing on either side 
had to work at top speed to keep the 
trays clear. They grabbed poth hands 
full of crackers and flashed them into 
the big wooden boxes beside them. They 
seldom broke a cracker or made a mis- 
take in their methodical progress. The 
packers moved their arms, shoulders, 
spines continually. It must be splendid 
exercise. I reflected, only’ they get a good 
deal of it between seven in the morning 
and fiv at night. 
i ae cracker-packisik girl attains a 
higher speed than the cake-packing gir), 
because she has a pace-maker-—the ma~« 
ehine. As fast as the.machine moves 
she must move. She earn’ a cent a dozen, 
and she can pack a hundred dozen ina 
ay. 
crtere is another significant fact. The 
cracker-packing girl is younger than the 
cake-packing girl, because ho girl can 
keep up with a machine indefinitely. At 
the end of a certain period she loses 
speed and goes stale. Then she drifts 
out of cracker-packing inte some other 
unskilled trade. Usually she has to ac- 
cept a lower wage, since her efficiency 
has declined. By efficiency one always 
means speed.”’

DOUBLE VICTORY FOR STATE. 


Railroad Tax Cases Are Won by 
Minnesota. 


St. Paul, Minn., December 24.—The 
state won a double victory in the su- 
preme court today, when that court, 
by Justice C. L. Brown, filed opinions 
in its favor in both the Chicago Great 
Western and Great Northern railways 
tax cases. The court upholds the valid- 
ity of the law increasing the railroad 
gross earnings tax from 3 to 4 per cent, 
which the roads attacked as unconsti- 
tutional.

BLEACHED FLOUR DECISION. 


The Announcement of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


The complete text of the gepartment 
of agriculture finding (as signed by 
Secretary Wilson) relative tu bleached 
flour was announced on December 10, 
as follows: 

Flour zleached with nitrogen perox- 
ide, as affected by the food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1906, has been made the 
subject of a careful investigation ex- 
tending over several months. A public 
hearing on this subject was held by ths 
secretary of agriculture and the board 
of food and drug inspection, beginning 
November (8, 1908, and pesmi -renag. five 
days. At this hearing those who favor- 
ed the bleaching process and those who 
opposed it were given equal oppor- 
tunities to be heard. 

It is my opinion, based upon all the 
testimony given at the hearing, upon 
the reports of those who have investi- 
gated the subject, upon the literature 
and upon the unanimous opinion of the 
board of food and drug inspection, that 
flour bleached by nitrogen peroxide is 
an adulterated product under the foot 
and drugs act of June 30, 1906; that the 
character of the adulteration is such 
that no statement upon the label will 
bring bleached flour within the law; 
and that such flour cannot legally be 
made or sold in the District of Colum- 
bia or in the territories, or be trans- 
ported or sold in interstate commerce, 
or be transported or sold in foreign 
commerce except under that portion of 
section 2 of the law which reads: 
“Provided, That no article shall be 
deemed misbranded or adulterated 
within the provisions of this act when 
intended for export to any foreign 
country and prepar or packed ac- 
cording to the specifications or direc- 
tions of the foreign purchaser, when 
no substance is used in the preparation 
or packing thereof in conflict with the 
laws of the foreign country to which 
said article is intended to be shipped.” 

In view of the extent of the bleach- 
ing process and of the immense quan- 
tity of bleached flour new on hand or 
in process of manufacture, no prosecu- 
tions will be recommended by this de- 
partment for manufacture and sal 
thereof in the District of Columbia or 
the territories or for transportation or 
gale in interstate or foreign commerce 
for a period of six months from the 
date hereof.

Charlies Edward Raseell Tells How 
the Whole Country Is 
* Going. 


Charles Edward Russell writes in a most 
interesting fashion about socialism in the 
January Hampton's Magazine. He says: 

The whole world is being irresistibly driv- 
en toward the socialistic program, 
by arguments but by events. The 
knows that socialism is inevitable, 
cause of any set Qf reasons nor 
paganda, nor by conversions, but 
evolution, the process of condiffions, 
mutable laws of human development make 
it as certain as the sun. He knows that a 
mary’ to whom thie fact its obecured today 
will gee it very clearly tomorrow.

trust was an inevitable development from 
the great corporation, and soolalism will be 
an inevitable development from the trust. 
The trust is, in fact, a kind of socialism, 
except that it is conducted for the personal 
profit @f a few men. Socialism is to con- 
duct it. for. the benefit of the public. 

The trust, of course, lke its predecessors, 
the great corporation, the small company 
the firm, the copartnership, is only a stage 
in industrial evolution, which tends stead- 
fastly toward greater economy and greater 
efficienty in production. You might as well 
expect water to run uphill as evolution to 
go backward. The trust succeeds the great 
corporation because the trust affords great- 
er economy and greater efficiency. But the 
trust owned by a few and conducted foF 
private profits is an impossible proposition 
in a democracy, because the power with 
which it clothes its owners is greater than 
the power of any government on earth, be- 
cause it reduces Targe numberg of men to 
industrial slavery, and because it 
gates for its owners too much of the wealth 
of the land. Hence the trust in itself is 
doomed, and will be of short life: and in-

The Sugar Market. 


New York, December 24.—The interest 
in the sugar market during the past 
week has cent@red about the movement 
of the new Cuban crop, which, being 
earlier than last year, and according 
to preliminary estimates, larger, is 
making daily new low-price levels. 
Sales have been made to the American 
and Arbuckle as low as 3.67 cents duty 
paid, New York, a !0-point decline for 
the week, fully 40,000 tons being re- 
ported taken. The prevailing quotation 
for raw sugar, though made in Decem- 
ber, before a single bag of new Cubas 
had arrived, is the lowest figure reach- 
ed during the last crop year, pointing 
to the urgent desire of the planters to 
anticipate. There are now 38 centrals 
grinding cane in Cuba, and the number 
shoula increase rapidly after _th® hol- 
idays, so that next month refiners ex- 
pect more pressure and lower offers— 
some say even 2 cents and freights. 
The refined situation has not im- 
proved, the demand from distributers 
continuing unusually dull, even for De- 
cember. This stagnation, coupled with 
a decline in the price of raw sugar, 
starteq further cutting, Standard gran- 
ulated dropping !0 points to 4.50 cents 
net’ for prompt shipment. Brokers are 
doubtful of business being materially 
stimulated, though the reduction 
should help move the accumulation 
here and at consigned points. Domes- 
tic beet competition is keenly felt be- 
cause of the (0-point differential, and 
until this sugar is out of the way the 
New York refiners will be largely lim- 
ited to local territory for business. The 
present year, it is generally believed, 
has not been very profitable for local 
fining interests, because of the average 
hign price of their raw sugar. 


The Rice Market. 


The rice market has shown no activ- 
ity. of consequence, largely owing to 
the fact that distributers were busy 
with the holiday goods and purchased 
only as pressing needs required.

the vital evidence that the prosecution 


had obtained to prove its charge that 


he was one of the principals in the 
killing of William E. Annis. Before 
leaving the court. Hains declared "that 
he felt that his acquittal was only a 
matter of days. 

Mr. Rockwell threw no new lignt on 
the case. Justice Crane said that he 
would adjourn court until Saturday, 


when the district attorney tould pro- 
-duce his other witness, a policeman. 
The district attorney said he wanted to 
examine Martin Skura again, but Jus- 
tice Crane said he would not allow it. 
The court adjourned until Saturday. 
Lawyers for Hains Delighted. 


District Attorney Darrin surprised 
Hains’ counsel by calling Henry Ty. 
Jesperson, a former real estate agent, 
whom the defense had_ planned to call 
as one .of their principal witnesses. 
Jesperson's testimony developed many 
points favorable to the defendant. He 
said he had several conferences ‘with 
Hains over water froné property at 
Douglaston, near Bayside. and that 
Hains had made an appointment with 
his partner. Mr. Bugg. about some 
property near the Bayside Yacht Cli. 
| Mr. Jesperson further stated that Hains 
had postponed the real estate negotia- 
tions because of the illness of. his 
hrother.

May !, 1906. The whole territory is now 
divided into three provinces, of which 
the western coincides with the former 
colony and protectorate of Lagos and 
the centra] and the eastern with the 
former protectorate of southern Nigeria. 
The capital of the government is at La- 
gos. The area of the whole territory is 
77,260 square miles. 

‘The chief industry is agriculture, and 
crops consist of maize (corn), plantains, 
groundnaits, yams, and cassava, while 
cocoa, coffee, and cotton are also grown. 
(It is reported by the British Cotton 
Growing Association that at present 
over $0,000 bales of cotton are grown 
annually in the Zaria and Kano prov- 
inces of northern Nigeria; the physical 
hinterland of southern Nigeria.) The 
natural products exported are palm oil 
and kernels, ivory, gum, copal, and rub- 
ber, “with a steady increase in the ex- 
port: of cotton»and maize.
